The  Largest  Historical,  Genealogical,  Biographical  and  War  Ref- 
erence Library  Belonging  to  any  Patriotic  Society  in  the  United 
States. 
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The  f$tms  of  t§?  Sruoluttott  was  instituted  upon  the  anniver- 
sary of  Washington's  Birthday,  1876,  at  the  City  of  New  York,  in 
the  long  room  of  Fraunce's  Tavern,  and  at  the  present  time  there  is 
an  organized  Society  in  most  of  the  States. 

The  General  Society  is  composed  of  delegates  from  each  State 
Society. 

The  State  Societies  are  independent  in  all  matters  relating  to  their 
own  government,  subject  only  to  the  Constitution  and  delegated 
powers  of  the  General  Society. 

This  society  is  non-sectarian  and  non-partisan  in  religious  and 
political  matters  and  its  purposes  are  stated  in  the  Constitution,  viz: 

"The  California  Society,  &mtB  of  th?  SUmihttum,  has  been  in- 
corporated for  the  purposes  of  perpetuating  among  their  descendants, 
the  memory  of  those  brave  men  who  periled  their  lives  and  fortunes 
in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  to  wrest  the  American  Colonies  from 
British  Dominion;  for  the  collection  and  preservation  of  manuscripts, 
records  and  documents  relating  to  that  contest  for  Independence;  for 
the  inspiration  among  its  members  and  their  children  of  the  patriotic 
spirit  of  their  forefathers;  for  the  inculcation  of  a  love  of  country  and 
veneration  for  the  principles  which  are  the  foundation  of  our  National 
Unity,  and  the  promotion  of  social  intercourse  and  cordial  fellowship 
among  its  members." 

The  following  are  the  Constitutional  requirements  for  membership: 

Any  male  person  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be 
eligible  to  membership  in  the  ^ons  nf  tit?  Steufllutian  who  is  de- 
scended from  an  ancestor,  as  the  propositus,  who,  either  as  a  military, 
naval  or  marine  officer,  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine,  or  official  in  the 
service  of  any  one  of  the  thirteen  original  Colonies  or  States,  or  of  the 
National  Government  representing  or  composed  of  those  Colonies  or 
States,  assisted  in  establishing  American  Independence  during  the 
War  of  the  Revolution,  between  the  19th  day  of  April,  1775,  when 
hostilities  commenced,  and  the  19th  day  of  April,  1783,  when  they 
were  ordered  to  cease. 

Provided:  That  when  the  claim  of  eligibility  is  based  on  the  service 
of  an  ancestor  in  the  "minute  men"  or  "militia,"  it  must  be  satis- 
factorily shown  that  such  ancestor  was  actually  called  into  the  service 
of  the  State  or  United  States,  and  performed  garrison  or  field  duty; 
and 

Provided  further:  That  when  the  claim  of  eligibility  is  based  on  the 
service  of  an  ancestor  as  a  "sailor"  or  "marine,"  it  must  in  like  man- 
ner be  shown  that  such  service  was  other  than  shore  duty  and  regu- 
larly performed  in  the  Continental  Navy,  or  the  Navy  of  one  of  the 
original  thirteen  States,  or  on  an  armed  vessel,  other  than  a  merchant 
ship,  which  sailed  under  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  that 
such  ancestor  of  the  applicant  was  duly  enrolled  in  the  ship's  company, 
either  as  an  officer,  seaman  or  otherwise  than  as  a  passenger;  and 

Provided  further:  That  when  the  claim  of  eligibility  is  based  on 
the  service  of  an  ancestor  as  an  "official,"  such  service  must  have 
been  performed  in  the  civil  service  of  the  United  States,  or  of  one  of 
the  thirteen  original  States,  and  must  have  been  sufficiently  impor- 
tant in  character  to  have  rendered  the  official  specially  liable  to  arrest 
and  imprisonment,  the  same  as  a  combatant,  if  captured  by  the 
enemy,  as  well  as  liable  to  conviction  of  treason  against  the  govern- 
ment of  Great  Britain. 
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Service  in  the  ordinary  duties  of  a  civil  office,  the  performance  of 
which  did  not  particularly  and  effectively  aid  the  American  Cause  shall 
not  constitute  eligibility. 

In  the  construction  of  this  article,  the  Volunteer  Aides-de-Camp 
of  General  Officers  in  Continental  Service,  who  were  duly  announced 
as  such,  and  who  actually  served  in  the  field  during  a  campaign,  shall 
be  comprehended  as  having  performed  qualifying  service. 

The  civil  officials  and  military  forces  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  dur- 
ing the  War  of  the  Revolution,  shall  also  be  comprehended  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  they  had  belonged  to  one  of  the  thirteen  original  States. 

No  service  of  an  ancestor  shall  be  deemed  as  qualifying  service  for 
membership  in  the  ^>nna  flf  ttyt  SUtiflltttum  where  such  ancestor, 
after  assisting  in  the  cause  of  American  Independence,  shall  have  sub- 
sequently either  adhered  to  the  enemy,  or  failed  to  maintain  an  honor- 
able record  throughout  the  War  of  the  Revolution. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  unless  he  is  eligible  under  one  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Article  nor  unless  he  is  of  good  moral  character  and 
is  judged  worthy  of  becoming  a  member. 

Every  application  for  membership  shall  be  made  in  writing,  sub- 
scribed by  the  applicant  and  approved  by  two  members  over  their 
signatures.  Applications  shall  contain,  or  be  accompanied  by  proof 
of  eligibility,  and  such  applications  and  proofs  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  have  full  power  to  determine  the 
qualifications  of  the  applicant. 

Payment  of  the  initiation  fee  and  current  year's  dues  and  sub- 
scription to  the  declaration  required  by  the  Constitution  of  this 
Society  shall  be  a  pre-requisite  of  membership. 

Applications  for  Membership  must  be  made  in  duplicate  upon 
blanks  furnished  by  this  Society. 

Each  applicant  shall  file  with  his  application  papers  for  member- 
ship, biographical  material  about  himself  on  the  form  provided  and  a 
photograph,  a  sitting  for  which  will  be  provided  for  locally,  by  the 
Society  without  cost  to  the  member. 

In  preparing  Applications  for  Membership,  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions  is  recommended,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Board  of  Directors: 

1.  State  record  of  ancestor  fully,  but  concisely. 

2.  Give  authority  for  each  act  of  service  of  ancestor. 

3.  The  Society  does  not  accept  Cyclopaedias,  Genealogical  works, 
or  Town  or  County  histories — except  such  as  contain  Rosters — as  au- 
thorities for  service,  but  suggests  reference  to  the  Records,  in  print  or 
manuscript,  of  the  several  States,  and  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ments of  War,  of  the  Navy,  of  State,  and  of  the  Bureau  of  Pensions. 

4.  In  referring  to  printed  works,  the  volume  and  page  should  in 
all  cases  be  correctly  given. 

5.  References  to  authorities  in  manuscript  must  be  accompanied 
by  certified  copies,  and  authentic  family  papers  must  be  submitted  if 
required. 

6.  Every  application  and  duplicate  must  be  signed  by  the  appli- 
cant, and  sworn  to,  or  affirmed  before  a  Notary  Public,  or  other 
officer  authorized  to  administer  an  oath.  The  Notary  Public  at  the 
headquarters  of  the  Society  will  acknowledge  application  papers  for 
membership  without  cost. 
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A  preliminary  application  blank  must  be  filled  in  by  the  applicant 
for  membership.  This  information  will  be  checked  by  the  Society  and 
if  not  sufficiently  complete,  efforts  to  complete  it  will  be  made  with- 
out cost  to  applicant  if  he  plans  to  join  when  the  same  is  acceptable. 
Then  final  papers  will  be  prepared.

Chronological  History 
Society,  Sons  of  the  Revolution 
In  the  State  of  California 
for  1921 


January  1,  1921,  total  membership  602. 

January  13,  1921,  the  Annual  Luncheon  and  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  were 
held. 

Resolutions  were  adopted  at  the  Annual  Meeting  protesting  to  President 
Harding,  against  listening  to  the  threats  of  the  "Hyphenated-American"  Society 
composed  of  a  consolidation  of  several  million  of  German  blood  in  this  country, 
demanding  that  he  place  in  his  Cabinet  a  recognized  German-American  repre- 
sentative of  their  federated  societies. 

This  same  date  Rosettes  of  the  Society  were  mailed  with  the  compliments 
of  the  Society  to  each  member. 

January  21,  1921,  a  modern  set  of  books  were  opened  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society. 

February  3rd,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Jones  presented  the  Library  of  the  Society  with  twenty 
complete  years  of  the  genealogical  page  of  the  Boston  Transcript,  which  has 
since  been  preserved  in  scrap-books. 

February  12th,  the  ministers  of  Southern  California  were  requested  to  preach  a 
patriotic  sermon  on  the  Sunday  preceding  Washington's  Birthday. 

This  same  date  the  1921  Roster  of  Members  of  the  Society  was  mailed  to 
the  members  and  hundreds  of  Societies  and  Libraries  throughout  the  United 
States. 

February  17th,  an  appraisement  of  the  Library  of  the  Society  was  made  by  Samuel 
N.  Rhoades  of  Philadelphia,  dealer  in  old  books. 

February  23rd,  a  Luncheon  was  given  in  commemoration  of  the  Capture  of  Vincenes. 

March  4th,  Adolf  E.  Place  presented  the  Society  with  an  exceedingly  rare  file  of  the 
Boston  Centinal  from  1792  to  1794. 

March  19th,  Francis  Marion  Lemmon,  a  member  of  this  Society  passed  away.  He 
was  the  son  of  a  Revolutionary  soldier.  As  but  a  mere  handful  of  those  having 
this  distinction  still  live,  they  are  looked  upon  with  much  interest.  Judge 
Lewis  Patrick  Phillips  of  this  Society  is  the  only  one  of  our  members  still  living 
that  can  claim  a  similar  distinction,  of  the  four  such  members  we  have  had. 

March  25th,  Commodore  James  Henry  Bull,  U.S.N.,  Ret.,  presented  the  Library  of 
the  Society  his  entire  collection  of  history  and  genealogy. 
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April  1st,  The  Liberty  Bell  published  the  first  installment  of  the  Vital  Records  of  Los 
Angeles  County  as  found  in  the  County  Building,  from  the  earliest  entries  to 
the  end  of  the  year  1900. 

April  19th,  a  Luncheon  was  given  in  commemoration  of  the  Battle  of  Lexington. 

May  5th,  an  illustrated  circular  was  sent  the  members  showing  the  Certificate  of 
Membership  issued  by  the  General  Society.    Many  orders  were  received  for  it. 

May  17th,  the  Annual  Banquet  of  the  Society  was  held  at  the  California  Club. 

May  20th,  Resolutions  of  Protest  were  sent  Hon.  Herbert  Hoover,  Secretary  of 
Commerce,  President  Harding  and  the  members  of  Congress  from  California 
against  the  destruction  of  the  Census  and  other  records  in  the  possession  of  the 
Government  as  efforts  to  obtain  authority  to  do  this  had  been  recently  sought. 

June  15th,  a  bronze  tablet  of  the  Society  was  placed  in  the  entrance  to  the  building 
with  the  following  lettering  upon  its  beautiful  design:  STATE  HEAD- 
QUARTERS; SONS  OF  THE  REVOLUTION;  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

July  6th,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Morse  presented  the  Library  of  the  Society  with  a  bound, 
indexed,  typewritten  copy  of  the  History  of  the  Town  of  Morril,  Maine,  which 
she  has  been  allowed  to  copy  from  the  original  manuscript  history  of  that  town, 
which  has  never  been  published. 

July  26th,  the  Society  adopted  resolutions  protesting  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  to  Congress  against  the  removal  of  the  fleet  from  the  Pacific  Coast 
unless  an  emergency  arose  requiring  it. 

This  same  date  George  Warren  Freeman  of  this  Society  gave  the  Society 
his  check  with  which  to  start  a  Building  Fund  for  the  Society.  This  was  turned 
over  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  invested  according  to  the  terms  of  the  gift. 

This  same  date  the  Society  approved  a  Bill  to  be  presented  to  the  State 
Legislature  of  California  for  the  creation  of  the  office  of  Local  Historian  for  each 
city,  town  and  village  in  California,  under  the  direction  of  the  California  State 
Historical  Survey  Commission.  The  Board  of  Directors  authorized  the  issuing 
of  a  special  card  to  those  not  members,  who  desired  to  use  the  Library  of  the 
Society. 

September  17th,  Hon.  Cornelius  Cole  began  his  hundredth  year.  He  has  just  affili- 
ated with  this  Society. 

October  19th,  a  Luncheon  was  given  in  commemoration  of  the  Surrender  of  York- 
town. 

The  new  Stand  of  Colors  and  the  Society  Standard  was  presented  to  the 
Society  by  the  members  subscribing  for  them. 

December  31st,  the  total  number  of  new  books  received  by  the  Society  during  the 
year  was  562. 

January  1,  1922,  the  membership  of  the  Society  was  725.
